His Majesty's clothes are kept in a 
large room adjoining the dreseing- 
room, The-walls-of the room are 
lined with wardrobes which are dl- 
vided into two sections—one section 
contains the king’s uniforms, and the 
other his Majesty's ordinary morning, 
walking and evening suits of clothes. 

Overnight the ohlief valet is in- 

structed regarding the uniforms, if 
any, and the suits of clothes which 
the king will require for wear the 
| following day and these are placed 
by the assistant valets in the royal 
dressing-room. Before a suit or unt- 
form is sent Into the royal dressing- 
room it is inspected by the chief valet 
to see that it is properly brushed and 
froned and ready for wear. 

The king it may be noted, never 
wears the same sult two days run- 
ning. ~ As-a rule, His Majesty would 
not wear the same suit oftener than 
once in the week, and when it had 
been worn about two dozen times it 
would be put out of the royal ward- 
robes. 

King George customarily -rises at 
seven o'clock, when he takes a cup 
of light coffee, which the chief valet 
brings him directly the king enters 
his dressing-room. Ilis Majesty 
then bas his bath, which is always a 
cold .one, whilst the king is in his 
bathroom the chief valet puts the 
links and studs into His Majesty's 
shirt, puts out an assortment of ties 
on the dressing table, and places the 
boots or shoes the king intends to 
wear on a mahogany boot stand, and 
then retires. 

The king dresses himself without 
ithe aid of a valet, except when put- 
iting on a uniform, when the chief 
generally in attendance. 
| When the king travels, the chief val-

Majesty’s luggage, which is done by 
A list of every- 
thing that is to be packed is made 
out by the chief valet, and on the ar- 
rival of the luggage at the kings 
destination the list is cltecked over 
by the chief valet, whilst the -port- 


The king's chief valet is a well ed- 
ucated and very well informed man. 
He is a firstrate linguist, speaking 
French, German and Italian in addi- 
tion to his native tongue perfectly. 
He has traveled all over the world 
with the king, and Is known and held 


in high esteem by all the great Euro- 
pean monarchs, from whom he has re- 


| ceived during their Visits to this coun- 


try many tokens of thétresteem, King 
George rarely or never tries on a suit 
of clothes, and seldom'‘is seen by the 
tallors who have the honor of his 
Majesty's custom. 

When the king desires to order any 
new clothes he informs the chief val- 
et of the fact, who gets patterns for 
the king's inspection. 

When his Majesty has selected the 
patterns, the chief valet gives the or- 
der to the tailor, and the clothes, 
when ready for trying on, are fitted 
on a dummy figure ofthe king. 

The chief valet inspects the sult

Books Nations Publish. 


According to a Government return 
cecently issued, the official history of 
the South African War cost £34,706. 

This sounds a big sum, but it is 
quite small by comparison with that 
expended by the Germans on their 
official history of the Franco-Prussian 
War. This colossal work cost £240,000, 
and is ilkustrated by nearly one mil- 
‘ion maps and plans. se 

The official history of the Russo- 
Japanese War bas only cost, so far, 
about £6,000; but then it is not near- 
The Americans, who 
usua!ly do these things in style, spent 
$1,500,000 in illustrating and printing 
their official history of the great Civil 
War of 1861-65. 

This is believed to be a world’s re- 
cord as regards expensive Govern- 
ment publications. In our own coun- 
try, however, the record is held by 
the report of the Challenger Expedi- 
tion. This was a scientific expedition 
for deep-sea sounding, and through it 
the world was first made aware of the 
existence of the deep-sea fishes— 
strange, wonderful creatures, some 
stone blind, others with eyes as big as 
saucers, ; 

The report of this remarkable voy- 
age fills some fifty volumes and 28,000 
pages. and the cost wag- just on 
£90,000. 


Man In Moon Disappearing. 
Prof. J. B. Hale, who fills the chair 
of astronomy in King’s College, Lon- 
don,-in an interview recently said 
there is a cha:.ge in the formation oi 
the mountains aud rocks in the moon 
which is discernible with the naked 
eve. This, he said, is due to the grad- 
ual decay of (he mountains; chemical 
formation, 
Probably it is only a question of 
time when nature will so alter the 
planet that we will be unable to dis- 
tinguish the face of the moon. Prof. 
Hale added 
“Even to-day certain people declare 
the man in the moon bas taken bis 
departure, and in bis place they can 
out a man with a bundle of 
sticks on his, back.”’
